The Tippah Baptist Association met in its Fifty-third Annual Session 
with Mt. Olive church September 8, 1915. The Introductory Sermon was 
preached at 11 o'clock a. m. by Fld. W. B. May. Text, Luke 13:6-10; 
theme, “Fruitfulness.’? After which adjourned to 1:30 p. m. 


Evening Session, 1:30 p. m. 


The Association met pursuant to adjournment, called together by 
singing ‘‘Jesus, Lover of My Soul.’’ Prayer y Ela. W. G. Thompson. 
Eld. H. L. Whitten, the former moderator, eing absent, Eld. W. A. 
Whittle was asked to act as moderator pro tem. Elda. G. 8. Jenkins and 
R. J. Gresham acted as reading clerks, when letters were read and dele- 
yates seated from the following churches: Academy, Ashland, Bluff 
+ peso Curtis Creek, Fellowship, Flat Rock, Hickory Flat, Lowrey 
Memorial, Macedonia, Mt Moriah, Mt. Olive, New Hope, Pine Grove, 
Pleasant Hill (B), Pleasant Hill (T), Providence, Ripley, Shady Grove, 
Union, Union Hill. 

Proceeded to permanent organization by electing officers. Moved 
and seconded that J. W. Crump be instructed to cast the vote of this 
body for Eld. W. E. Berry 4s moderator; and Eld. L. F. Carmichiel was 
instructed to cast the vote of the body for J. W. Crump @s clerk, and 
A. A. Graham as treasurer. 

The Order of Business as printed in the minutes of last year was 
adopted as the order for this session. 

Called for petitionary letters Received none. 

Invited visiting brethren to seats; recognized Eld. J. P. Harrington, 
enlistment secretary. Moved by Eld. W. E. Berry that we suspend the 
regular order of business to hear from Eld. J. P. Harrington on enlist- 
ment, who presented a report on this subject with a request that it be 
printed in the minutes. 


Report on Enlistment 


“Enlistment” and “co-operation” are becoming two of the most important 
words in the language of the kingdom. The work of enlistment is the arousing 
of our Baptist ee into a full realization of their great opportunity. The de- 
partment of en istment and co-operation js just what its name indicates; enlist- 
ment is its purpose and co-operation its inethod, ‘The department is not an 
agency, but a missionary force. ‘The field workers are not agents. but mission- 
aries. ‘Their. message pices specific accent on that part of the great commission 
which says, “leaching them to observe (to do) all things.” ‘They are trying to 
bring efficiency in all the work of the kingdom. through the local church. ‘ 

Is the work of enlistment really needed? Let the following facts answer the 
question. Over pagtors are too pax paid, Paul says, “Even so hath the Lord 
ordained that they which preach the gospel shall live of the gospel.” Yet. in 
the face of this positive teaching of the word of God, are preachers so poorly paid 
that they are not only handicapped in their work, but many of them have to 
engage in other werk to support their families, instead of “giving themselves 
wholly to their work * Our country church problem shows the following sad 
condition: 18.000 have services once a month; of this number 16.200 have no 
resident pastors. ‘The department of enlistment. to meet this erying need, is 
conducting 44 missin schools, and have 96 teachers and 6,000 students. We 
have 21 enlistment missionaries. ‘These workers have developed, 143 pastoral 
fields; put on 151 every-member canvassers 5 increased pastors’ salaries $65,000. 
and raised for buildings, $47 ,000.

Report on Orphanage 


Che Baptist Orphanage is located at Jackson, Miss., and is under the man- 
agement of Dr. J. R. Carter. The object of this home is to provide food, clothing 
ind shelter for children who have heither father, mother nor relatives to care for 
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them. Since its establishment, hundreds of helpless children have been cared 
for. Many of them have grown up in the home and have gene out into the 
world to take their places in society. We have now in the home 250 These 
children are dependent on the free-will offerings of the people all over the state 
for a support, and ifthe people do not inake regular contributions to the work, 
money has to be borrowed for them, and this money has to be replaced, with in- 
terest. Your committee recommends that regular contributions he made for 
this purpose from all our churches, aud that one Sunday’s collections in each 
month be used for this purpose from all our Sunday schools.

Report on Woman’s Work 


There is only one person in the whole history of human endeavor of whom 
it can be said that the limit of human power has been reached in the effort to 
serve the Master, ‘That servant was x woman, Our Lord said, “She hath done 
what she could.’

They 
have taught the value of organization 5 they have shown as our men have not 
done, the value of combined effort; they lwe shown, also, the power of sinall 
gifts. ‘The W. M. U. does not only help in raising a great deal of the money for 
our work, but these women are a great belp in the spiritual life of southern 
womanhood, ‘They are directing not only the missionary efforts of their own 
members, but in a most powerful way are influencing the religious edueation 
and activities of our young women, men and boys.

This general agency at many points cp-operates 
with and supplements the indispensable effort of the denomination in ea h state 
through State Missions. Our Home Board has the distinction of being bv far 
the most suecessfal Home Mission Board in America, when the number of souls 
won to Christ by its workers is taken as the standard of comparison. ‘The Home 
Board reperted 38,000 baptisms by its workers last year, ‘The next Jargest num- 
ber of baptisms reported by a home mission agency was 10,000 by) the Home 

Mission society of Northern Kuptists. Of this huge number of baptisms 17,000 
were creditable to co-operating agencies, but 21.000 were creditable directly to 
Home Mission endeavor. The dollar given to Baptist Missions in| the South 
a larger harvest in souls than any other mission dollar spent in America. 
Besides its great work in evangelistic missions, the Home Board is conduet- 
ing a splendid activity in intensive missions, developing the ¢ ‘hrist-life which was 
implanted at conversion, Roth in its great system of mountain and other schools 
and in the enlistment work among undeveloped ehure hes, the ‘Board i+ doing a 
great service looking to the enlargement and enlistment of our thousands of non- 
co-operating ¢ hurches. The brethren of these churehes have with us the sweet 
fellowship that is in a common faith in Christ, the Savior. May we become 80 
enlarged in the spirit of love that we shall seek in loving helpfulness to bring 
them into that larger fellowship which we have in co-operative service to win 
the world to Christ.

Report on Sanitarium 


It is a matter of congratulation that Christians of the Baptist and protestant 
world are coming into a realization of their obligation and duty touching the 
eare and relief of the bodies of men. Christ said he was sent of the Father to 
preach, teach and heal the sick. thus ministering to the soul, training the mind 
and relieving the body; and he says, “ro my father hath sent me unto the world, 
even also have [ sent you unto the world.” Thus the mission of God's people 
is manifold in the practice of duty and charity work, Baptist sentiment and 
efforts have erystalized in the erection of a great ‘Tri-State Sanitarium at Memphis 
ander the fostering care of the Baptists of the states of Arkansas, ‘Tennessee and 
Mi-sissippi.

for more than forty years, and which is doing a great deal for our denomination, 
although it dees not belong te eur state convention, Hillman ¢ ‘ollege at Clinton 
is under the same management as Blue Mountain and is also doing « great geod 
for the young ladies of our state. Mississippi Woman's College at Hattiesburg 
belongs to our state convention.and is rapidly growing under the leadership of 
ove of our best edneators, Dr. John L. Johnson. Mississippi College at Clinton 
has been training a great number of young men every year for more than a half 
century. It is one of the greatest assets of our denomination. There is where 
our preachers are educated. Dr, J. W. Provine is rendering a great service as 
president of that institation.

Rules of Decorum 


1. The Association shall be opened by prayer : 

2. ‘The Moderator and Clerk shall be chosen by the members present by 
private ballot. 

4%. The Moderator shall be considered the judge of order, but any member 
not satisfied with his decision may appeal, provided the appeal be made the same 
day. but at no subsequent time. 4 

4. The Moderator shall be entitled to the same privilege of speaking us 
other members, but shall not vote unless his vote is necessary to decide the 
question. If he rises to speak he shall call some brother to the chair, 

5. All questions brought before the Association shall be introduced by 
motion. When a subject has been taken up and a reasonable time allowed for 
discussion the Moderator shall call for a vote, and if a call for a division is made 
it shall be decided by the members rising. 

6. Any member desiring to speak shall rise and address the Moderator, 
Only one member will be allowed to speak at atime, who shall not be interrupted 
unless he depart from the subject or make personal reflections. 

7. No person shall speak mere than once upon any subject until all who 
wish to speak have had an opportunity, nor more than tw ice upon any subject 
without permission. 

8. All subjects introduced for discussion shall be ‘disposed of before another 
shall be offered, unless it be laid over by motion, W ith the consent of mover and 
Association, 

9. ‘The Association shall in all cases be governed by a majority of the mem- 
bers present, except in the reception of churches, when a unanimous vote shall 
be required. But in no case shall one member or chureh prevent the reception 
of a chureb without cause shown, which shall be determined by a majority. 

10. ‘The names of the members shall be called when the Association shall 
direct and absentees marked. Any member wishing to retire shall obtain per- 
mission of the Moderator. 

11. The appellation of “Brother” shall be used in addressing each other and 
only scripture titles in our minutes 

12, Any member violating these rules shall be subject to reproval by the 
Moderator, but only on the day the breach shall have been made. 

13. Amendments or alterations may be made to these rules when a majority 
may deem it necessary. 
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
